The American Parly. 

The feet that the great body of the American 
party is composed of honest men, who have the 
welfare of their country deeply at heart, cannot 
be disputed or doubted. That many designing 
men have also joined the party, for their own 
selfish purposes, is equally true. Some of such 
men have even succeeded, by their management, 
in securing nominations for high an 1 honorable 
positions, and, we are constrained to say, that 
such nominations have, to a gaeut extent, shaken 
the confidence of sound, pure upright men in the 
honesty and discretion of the order. This is the 
real state of the case, and it is of no use to blink 
it. It is better for the party to look at the matter 
seriously and change its policy before they drive 
from its support no: only thc host of honest “out- 
siders" who sympathise with the great move- 
ment. but many of the best men of the order, 
who cannot be coaxed, w heedled or driven into 
the support of objectionable men. It is best to 
speak plainly, and wo do not hesitate to say that 
if tiie new party, which lias been promising such 
desirable and necessary reforms, intends to use its 
power to send the most unscrupulous, corrupt 
and hackneyed politicans to Congress — men who 
have served all parties, and retain thc confidence 
and respect of none — then will it bitterly disap- 
point the hopes and dampen the ardor of thou- 
sands, who have been looking to this movement 
as one likely to purify thc political atmosphere, 
and drive into obscurity those corrupt demagogue* 
who have been so offensive to the people. 

There are men in this, as well as in every com- 
munity, who make, politic# a trade— men who 
have capacity and ability, but lack principle and 
honest}-, and who consider the use of any means 
that will accomplish the end they have in view as 
perfectly justifiable, instead of being, as they 
really are, discreditable and disgraceful. It is 
against this class of men that thp American parly 
must guard itself. They must be thrust out of 
public life, it we would not see our government 
rotten to the v ery core. If such men are discoun- 
tenanced by thc party, and good men — and good 
men only — are supported for office, the K. N’s 
may accomplish all they desire, otherwise they 
will effect nothing. In order to make the Ameri- 
can party a truly patriotic and national party — 
one that shall cleanse thc Augean stable of cor- 
ruption — clean hands, pure hearts and able heads 
must be selected to do its work. It they do not 
do this, they may as well disbanl; for they can 
accomplish no good, their labors will prove fruit- 
less, and they will bring down upon themselves 
the odium of being used by the worst men, for 
the worst purposes.

The new* compiises accounts of three several suc- 
cesses of the aUied a. inies: firstly, of the French 
tr -ops, who were completely victorious in a sangui- 
nary confl’ct, lasting through the wi:ole night of 
the -2d and 23d of klay. 

i luring this battle the French took an important 
position of defi nse, or pi art d' aimer, before Sevas- 
topol, which they still retain.

The Russiaus, 
on the approach of the enemy, blew up their forts 
and *et fire to four steamers, thirty transport* aud 
li If a million sacks of breadstuff to prevent them 
front ta'iiug Into the hands of the allies. 

France aud England have decisively declined any 
fnrtlur conference at Vk r.ua. 

The French L;.ve established a camp at Tcbor- 
gonn. 

It is now certain that Belgum w ill famish 20,000 
men to aid the allies. 

Drtiilt of the New*— High Hopes of the Allies. 

The Atlantic brings 102 passengers 
By the lust arrival we had a brief announcement 
that the French had driven the Ku—iaus from a 
strong position of defense in a place d'annex before 
Sevastopol. The engagement occ urred duria ■ the 
nights of the 224 aud 23d. It was a most sangui- 
nary affair. The place was defended by nearly the 
entire garr;s?n. The total loss on both sides in 
killed and wounded is set down at 8,000 men. 

Despatches from Gen. Peiissier say that the Rus- 
sian lo** was cnermoo*, and that of his own troops 
considerable. ; lthough far less severe.

3 he enemy was not i force and offered but litt'e 
resistance, retreating rapidly to the hilis. We have 
definitely established ourselves in the works carried 
on the night of the 22d aud 23d. An armistice has 
been agreed upon, for the purpose of burying the 
dead. Ibis lias enabled us to estimate th enemy's 
loss, which must hare been from five lo six thou- 
sand, killed and wounded. 

26th. — The enemy cannot make any demonstra- 
tion either in front or against the line* of Tcher- 
uaya.

Philadelphia, Wednesday, June 6, 1855. 

The Council m*t t hi* morning at 9 o'clock and 
was i tt caged until li P. M. in considering matters 
of form aud tlie contested cases. The Massachusetts 
delegation w»- admitted without more ado, and the 
idea announced with much energy in So ir tern quar- 
t«> ot especially excluding Senator Wils.jn was 
abaaloned. It would I are driven out the rest of 
the Massachusetts d legation and portions of those 
oT other Mates. Arkansas too was eased off Obio 
was kept ont t ill nen- 12 o'clock, but then rather 
grudgi tglv la iu.

PHiLiDEi.ruu, Wednesday . June 6, 1855 
Xo progress has been made in the Council this 
afternoon. The question of admitting the Louisiana 
Delegation, who are part Catholics, was up. But 
the boiling blood of Virginia, which has been seek- 
ing vent all the week avainst Massachusetts and 
Sena or Wilson could hold in no loogtr, and Mr. 
Bow lin, of that State, opened upon them in a lon.c 
and abusive tirade. The whole afternoon session 
was thus devoted to a free talk on Slavery, Presi- 
dent Barker refusing to entertain a point of onler, 
but throwing the gates wide open. Tbc tide poured 
in a torrent for near three home. The Union went 
all to smash several times. Bat Albert Pike and 
others gathered np the fragments for use to morrow, 
when the bull to to be reopened. Mr. Bowlin’s 
speech very much annoypd the better part of the 
Southerners by its iuappropriatenes*. coarseness 
and vulgarity. He caine close to Gen. Wilson 
while tusking it, pointing at him and putting his 
hand uto hi* face. He charged Wilson with defeating 
the Know-Xothiugs in Virginia — said niggers were 
but one remove from monkeys, and acquitted him- 
self generally in the fittest style of negro-driving. 

Gen. Wilson replied with admirable coolness and 
bold frankness. He said he was the last man to shrink 
at home or abroad from the frank avowal of his 
opinions, and he was the last man on earth to sub- 
mit to dictation and threats. The gentleman from 
Virginia charged him with indorsing Burlingame's 
speech in the Tremont Temple and thus striking 
him down in Virginia. He did indorse that speech. 
He now indorsed it, and he should live and die by 
it, and Massachusetts will sta~d by that speech. 
An cfToit had been made iu Virginia to strike him 
down in Massachusetts, but he was not to he stricken 
down th re by the slave-power of Virginia. He 
couceded the right of the States to settle their own 
domestic affairs. He stood by the Btate rights doc- 
trine nf Virginia in 1799 Massachusetts had just 
n -sorted her own sovereign powers . She flung hack 
with defiant arm all assaults, come they from South 
or North. He was for the abolition of Slavery in 
the District and in the Territories; for the restora- 
tion of freedom in Kansas-Nchraska; for severing 
the National Government from all connection with 
Slavery. 

This was the only national position, and on this 
we carry the Free States like a tornado; bnt il 
Northern men wavered, all was ost at the North, 
and the South goe* tor the winning party. He went 
for the Union. So did his State. They responded 
to the sentiments of Andrew Jackson — the Union 
must be preserved. And they mean that liberty 
shall be preserved at any cost. He was for peace, 
but be did not shink from war, personal or politi- 
cal, if necessary to vindicate his opinion*, lie told 
the South that the North would outvote them on 
these questions, and that they would submit. YV< 
have submitted, and your turn is uow to come 
Ours is the futnre — yours the past. 

The speech of Genera! Wilson was received with 
much attention aud made a deep impression. It 
has cleared the air ai d Massachusetts and General 
Wilson arc more respected to-nigh. than at any- 
time before this week. Many Southern gentlemen 
came to h m a f ter he closed and congratulated him 
The debate will be resumed to-morrow unless the 
South chokes it oflT. Massachusetts to ready — 
hr* several more speeches in reserve

important Advantage or the French. 

The IfoTi/car contains the following report fioin 
General t’anrohert, addressed to the French Minister 
of AY or, and dated May 4: 

XuHtteur le Marcrhal: My telegraphic despatch 
of i he 2d. gave t on tlie account Hf the taking by 
main force, and the occupation by our troops, of k 
woik of counter approach witch the cnerov had 
raised in front of onr left attacks. This work, 
which was of very considerable extent, was com- 
posed of two broken lines, separated by an inlesvu! 
of forty meters, and the extremities of which were 
supported by some natural obstacles of the giound. 
It was in communication with the lunette of tbs 
general bastion by a deep trench, and had been 
mounted with nine hand mortars, the fire from 
which seriously annoyed onr works This advanced 
position was of very great importance to the enemy, 
as from it they conld perhaps have destroyed one of 
our recently completed batteries as well a* the works 
around it, and would have had a cross-fire on our 
attacks on the Flagstaff Bastion. 

It was therefore necessary for us to prevent tlie 
Russians from establishing th mselvcs definitively 
in this p’ace o artnet. and an attack on it was re- 
solved on a* soon as the works shonld have reached 
a height sufficient to protect us from the fire of the 
place, or at least should do so partially. 

According to orders received from me, General 
PeUissiv prepared the general arrangem ntsfortlie 
attack, the execution of which was confided to Gen. 
de Salles, seconded by Generals Dszainc, de la Mot 
terouge and Rivet, and Licet. Colonel Raonlt. ma 
jor of the trenches. 

At ten o’clock on the night of the 1st, at the mo- 
ment when a very- bright moonlight enabled a 
movement to be made in order, the troops formed 
into two columns and left our parallels. The left 
columns, composed of six companies of the foreign 
legion, (first regiment. Colon 1 Vienot.) eight com- 
panies of the forty-third, under Commandant Bec- 
quet de Somnay. and ten com pan i. s of the seventy- 
uin h. und'r Colonel Grenier, were ordiredto turn 
the work by the right, which was defended by seve- 
ral battalion*. These troops, which were led on 
by General Bazainc with much skill and vigor, 
rushed on the enemy with an irresitible impetuositr. 
Colonel Vienot, also led on the foreign legion with 
remarkable gallantry. A ball has deprived the 
Emperor of this brave officer, who fell swurd 
hand, at the bead of hto men. 

The center column, nnder Gen . de lr. Motteronge, 
whose name has already figured in the most honora- 
ble manner in the operations of the siege, was com- 
posed of the forty-sixth, under Col. Gault. One of 
these battalions, led on by the colonel himself, ad- 
vanced, without firing a shot, on the front of the 
work, and resolutely rushed on the tnemy 
at the point of the bayonet, 'the other bat- 
taii'in, followirg cl *e. immediatly crossed over the 
first inclosure, and the whole regiment then ad- 
vanced on the second, which it canied witn a cour- 
age of which it* colonel set the highest example. 

The ninety-eighth, marching in support of the 
forty-sixth, rushed in its turn on the enemy, and 
gan brilliant proofs of valor under the orders of 
it* colonel. De Brcgeo' . The right column, formed 
of one compauy of the ninth battalion of foot 
chasseurs, under Captain DeVillermain. an officer 
of tried braveix, and two companies of the forty- 
second, under Captain Ragoti, carried the work 6 
the left. 

The enemy, driven from every part, and pursued 
at the point of the bayonet, abandoned the woik 
and retired in disorder, gtre ving the ground with 
their slain, and leaving a number of prisoners and 
a quantity of arms in our possession. The loss of 
the Russians was very considerable. We took pos- 
session of the nine hand mortars which had been 
placed in position. 

****** 

At about three o'clock in the afternoon of the 
2d, a nu tdan column of about three thousand men 
me e a sudden sortie on the work which we had 
taken from them, and the defenses of which were 
still in an imperfect state. It was guarded by two 
eompaniea of the second regiment of the foreign 
legion, one company of the thirty-third, a weak bat- 
talion of the forty -sixth, and a' still weaker one of 
the ninety-eighth. These battalions, which re- 
mained on duty during the day, had suffered se- 
verely in the combat during the preceding night. 
The assailants commenced by a sharp fire of mus- 
ketry, and someofthe most daring of themsca'ed 
the parapet and threw themselves into the work, 
where they were k.lled or taken prisoners. 

M hile the foreign legion, the ninety-eighth and 
the forty -sixth, energetically commanded by Lieut. 
Col. Martineau Deschestt*>z, were repulsing the en- 
emy, two companies of th? first reriment of the vcl- 
tigeurs of the Imperial Guard, who were in reserve 
in the second parallel, resolutely rushed forward 
under the c mmand of Capt. G.nty and threatened 
the right flank of the enemy. A company of the 
tenth battalion of foot chasseurs, and two corapa- 
“*• « '*re eightieth regiment of the line nnder 
( bfl dt Battalion d* Coursoo, joined in this move- 
mtnt. which ao nobly marked the debut of the 
Imperial Guard among ns. A battalion of tlie for- 
ty-third, under Commandaut Jenningros, stopped 
another Riwsi’tn column, which was endeavoring to 
descend from the Flagstaff Bastion. 

The artillery of the place supported the assailants 
by acontiTined fire, but our batteries opened in their 
turn, and in the end prevailed over the fire of the 
encrav. At length, after several vain and fruitlca? 

tuc uttisiansi decided on making a retreat 
a *i ich thev eff cted, leaving the ground covered 
with their dead This briiliant affair confirmed out 
possession of the work. Ou- losses in the twenty- 
four hour* amounted to eleven officer* killer!, amonc 
whom in addition to Colonel Vienot. wa« Comman- 
dant Juhen of the forty -sixth, rn officer much dis- 
tinguished in the army for bis bravery; we had in 
all twentv-two officers wonnded. and' one hundred 
and fifty-eight men killed, and six hundred wonnded 
A sWt snspensionof the hostilities, the conditions 
or which were previously agreed on between Gen- 
eral ( 'Hint Osten-Racken, the Governor of Sevasto- 
pol. and myself took place yaatenlay, in order to 
imry tne dead. 

Ti e success ha* advanced us, at one hound, 
one hundred and fifty yards toward the Central 
Bastion, and haa produced a great influence on the 
spirit of the two armies. CAXROBERT

The second story had been finished and was oc- 
cupied by the Reporter printing office. .Some of the 
priutera were in the office at the time, but heariug 
the noise of the wall giving, succeeded in making 
their escape by the back door, and had but just got 
ont when the crash came. 

After the fallirg, the building took fire. The cries 
of the wonnded could be be>rd, hut faintly, and 
sounding aa if at a great distance. The people coal- 
men red as soon as practicable, with great rapidity, 
to extingutoh the flames, and recover the unfortu- 
nate sufferers. 

They soon put out the fire, and then rapidly re- 
moved the rubbish, until they extricated l v f four un- 
fortunates T pon or e the printing press had fallen, 
and he was dead The other three were terribly 
cot np, and onr informant was told by an attending 
physician that they could none of them live 
The cauae of the catastroph* was a cellar, newly 
dug near the western aide of th building, and the 
heavy rains of At ednesday night undermined the 
uncerp inni^j .

THE NEAL DOW MOB. 

Kiot and Bloodshed in Portland, Maine. 

INTENSE EXCITEMENT! 

On* Mab Killed and Many Seriously Wounded. 

An extraordinary excitement, growing out of the 
proceedings of the Mayor o! Portland, (Neal Dow,) 
in purchasing liquor for the City Agency, under the 
new law, occurred at Portland on Saturday evening, 
ending in tumult and the shedding of blood. AYc 
give below the particulars of the affair, as contained 
iu the Portland Argus. 

The Argus makes the following statement: 

It will lrf“ remembered that on Saturday momlng 
we called the attention of the City Marshal a d the 
Police, to the fact that a large quantity of spiritous 
liqnors had been purchased in New York ami 
brought here for sale, and suggested to them the 
propriety of seizing them. These liquors, f 1,000 
worth, Mr. Neal Dow had stated to one of the Al- 
dermen. that he had bought on his own individual 
responsibility, and had ordered them to lie brought 
here nad stored in the city. This being apparently 
in direct violation of law, making Mr. Dow liable to 
the penalty, on couviction, of imprisonment for 30 
nay?, and rendering the liqnors subject to seizure 
and destruction, a complaint was accordingly made 
to the Police Court, and Judge Carter issued hi? 
warrant for the seiznre of the liquors; bnt whether 
for tlie arrest of Mr. Dow we 1 ave not learned. 
Judge Carter, however, instead of giving his war- 
rant to an officer who was ready to make immediate 
service, put it into the bands of Deunty Ma: sh.,1 
Ring, who tor some cause immediately dis Appeared, 
aud could not be found. 

Mean hue the Board of Aldermen were summoned 
to meet, for the purpose, it was alleged, of effecting 
a transfer of the liquors to the city, for its agenev, 
which was established on last Thursday night, by 
the eaxtirg vote of Mr. Dow, though the liquor's 
wt'ie purchased some weeks since. After the Al- 
dermen had been together a while, Deputy Ring ap- 
peared and seized tlie liquors upon the warrant. 

Quite a little crowd stood about the door where 
the liquors were stored, and in the vicinity, during 
the remainder of tlie afternoon, bnt perfect quiet 
and apparent good nature was observed. Boon af- 
ter 7 o'clock a crowd began to collect about the 
deposit of the liquors in the City Hall building, 
and gradually increased nntil a little after 9 o’clock, 
when the cry or fire wa? raised, as we understand, 
by Mr. Dow’s order, and the hells rung with a view 
oi' diverting tlie crowd from the spot . It had, how- 
ever, a contrary effect, and greatly increased it for 
a time, as the engine companies wi re brought from 
both extremes of the city to the center in Market 
square, where the crowd was assembled. They, 
however, soon withdrew, and the crowd began to 
diminish. 

Occasionally during the evening.stones and brick- 
bats were thrown against the door of the liquor 
store, breaking the glass and sashes, and otherwi-e 
injuring the door. This was done, so far as we could 
see, by boys. 

The whole affair was the merest beys’ play, done 
in the mo«t apparent good nature, 'and with the 
least possible excitement. Indeed, nearly the whole 
crowd seemed to he there withaut otiier purpose 
than cariosity to see what might he done, and those 
who threw the missiles were: without leaders or ap- 
parent power to do harm. # 

It is our decided opinion, and we have not met an 
intelligent person who witnessed the proceedings of 
the evening that does not conenr with us, that an 
efficient police officer, with a dozen good mcu.cou! j 
have easily dispersed the crowd any time prior to 
9V o'clock. Soon after 10 o’clock the crowd had 
materially diminished, and seemed rapidly dispers- 
ing, when Mr. Dow, accompanied by (’apt. Green, 
and a part of the Light Guard, appeared upon the 
sidewalk oil the north side of the City Hall. The 
crowd were warned to disperse. His appearance, 
sword in hand, with soldiers, at once changed the 
temper of the multitude. They rallied around them 
giving groans and Ikses prior to the proclamation 
to disperse. 

Mr. Dow then give the order, “First section 
fire.” The order was not obeyed, and the crowd 
then threw missiles. A part of the company start- 
ed to escort Air. Dow toward Middle street, and the 
remainder immediately returned to their armory in 
the third story of the City Hail building. At the 
time Air. Dow gave the order to fire, (Capt. Green 
refu cd to give it, as we understand, en the ground 
that he did not think the circumstances authorized 
it,) the company were standing directly opposite the 
entrance to the hallof the Mechanics's A-sociation 
in Clapp’s bloek, aud their fire would have taken 
effect, if at alt, upon the people nn the sidewalk, a 
part of whom were mechanics just coming from 
their hall, aud who were entirely unconscious that 
any such proceeding was called for or contemplated 
After Capt. Green's company hrd retired, the 
brickbats flew thicker and stronger, and the poire, 
who were aiding the deputy Alarshal, who had 
seized the liquors to gnard the ", commenced firing 
pisto's, chargedonly with powder. A sort of sham 
fight was thus kept np between the crowd wbirli 
had now become more determined in its character, 
and the police, until about 11 o’clock, when Mr. 
Dow, with a portion of the Rifle Guards, under 
Capt. Charles AY. Roberts, descended from the Light 
Guard’s Armor)’, and with tlie muskets of the Light 
Guards, to the south-side of the City Hah. Tl; 
doors of the liquor store were then thrown open 
and the firing commenced, by Mr. Dow's onler, 
through the store upon the crowd in tliestreet, upon 
the other side of the building. 

One man, Geo. Robbins — second mate of the bark 
’jouisa Eaton, was shot thnmgh the body and al 
most instantly killed. The ball entered his right 
side, between the fifth and sixth ribs, passed through 
his body, cutting off the great aorta, (the artery 
through which the blood flows to tlie lower extrem 
ities,) it nd escaped between the fifth and sixth ribs 
on the left side. Robbins was very near the door 
when the shot was fired, and immediately fell into 
the arms of a man doBe by. 

Thornton Robinson, a worthy vonng man, 19 
vears of age, in the employ of Messrs. Fernald k 
Co., while sitting on a box near Clapp’s Block, on 
the opposite side of the street, was struck by a ball 
on the inside of the right ancle, behind the joint, 
the ball shattering the lower end ot the tibia, or 
large bone of the Iffg. and passing ont at the instep 
The inner malleolar or shin bone was amputated by 
Dr. J. R. Lord, and amputation of the foot may yet 
be necessary. 

Howard Dennison, a young man residing on At 
lantic street, was struck by a pistol bah in the 
front part of the arm. The hall penetrated to the 
bone, passed round without braking it, and buried 
itself in the muscle at the back of the arm. The 
all was removed, and the wound dressed by Dr 
Lord. 

Thomas McKenney, a young man about 20 years 
old, was slightly wonnded by a bullet ou the head. 
A young man by the name of Frank Mil sen rece ved 
a blow from a brick-liat in the face, making a se- 
vere wound; also an apprentice of Mr. Felt, end 
young man employed fu the United States Hotel 
were slightly wounded by bullets. 

John A. Poor, Esq., on bis way home from his 
office, passed, in company with two other gentle- 
men, in front of the Clapp and Deering Block, and 
just before reaching Preble street a bullet passed 
through his hat, but did no injury. There were 
several other similar hair-breadth escapes. After 
firing for awhile, the soldiers charged bayonet; 
through the streets, and made several wanton and 
rude arrests, though none were attempted in the 
early party of the ev ning, when they ought to 
have been made. Air. R-tU Hilborn, an elderly gen 
tletnan, received a severe bayonet wound in the hip, 
while trying to get ont o*f the wuv as fast as lie' 
could. 

Thomas McCarty, a hostler, aged 22 years, reeeiv 
eil a Dull under his chin, which passed’ out through 
his cheek, breaking the jaw-bone in its passage. 

The Argns, after giving the above as u statement 
of the tacts in the case, comments with severity 
upon the course of Mr. Dow ia the exeenrion of the 
liquor law, which it alleges has excited mnch 
hostile feeling against him. It expresses the belief 
that the purpose of the people assembled was only 
to spill some of the liquor which they believed to 
have been illegally obtained, and that if he had not 
appeared with themillitary. no serious barm wonld 
have been done. 

The State of Afaiue's account of the riot to ns 
follows: 

At 9j o'clock the different bells in the city rung 
an alarm of fire, which proved false, and tile crowd 
returned in great numbers. 

Stones were thrown by the crowd against the 
door of the rum shop by those outside. Some one 
theu approached and attempted to read the riot ae,t. 
Being a poor reader, hto attempt excited derisive 
bursts of laughter. 

The police inside the rum shop immediately com 
menced firing through the door into the crow J. 

At 9 o’clock Air. Dow sent an or Jer to the armory 
of the Portiand Light Guard for them to appear 
under arms. Capt. Charles H. Green, Captain <>f 
the Company, objected to the course of proceed 
ines. Mr. Dow came into the armor .prepared 
with ball cartridges, and commanded the men to 
load with powder and bails. 

About "twenty-four soldiers, w ith Captain Gree 
Lic-uts. Kendall and Sawyer, then marched down 
stairs with Mr. Dow at their head, being himself 
a nicd with a heavy black elnb. 

Capt. Green was then ordered by the Afayor to 
order the company to fire, and the men, in obedi 
ence to the word, took aim. 1 he Captain, however 
hesitated, and asked Ihe Mayor if he should lire 
The Mayor said “Flop a moment,” and the order 
was countermanded. The Light Guard did not tire 
on the crowd, and came back to their armorv. Soon 
after this Mr. Dow came into their armory, and 
wanted their muskets for the use of the Rifle 
Guard. Capt. Green submitted the question to a 
vote of the Company, when Air. Dow interrupted, 
saying he did not request their arms, he demanded 
hem. 

The Rifle Guard, with Capt. Cha*. A. Roberts 
at their head, were then marched into the armorv 
of the Light Guard, without their consent, aud took 
tlie guns that had been previously loaded, against 
the earnest protestations of the Light Guard. 

Mr. Dow then asked how many of the light Guard 
were ready to join with the Rifle Guard. Captain 
Green put the question to his soldiers, hut none of 
them fell into tlie rank*. 

The Rifle Guard then marched down into Middle 
street, Alaj or Dow at their head, and marched in 
double-file into the city shop. 

AVithout a word of notice to the crowd on Con 
grci-s street, and without showing themselves to the 
crowd. Alayor Dow ordered the Rifle Guard to Ci 
nto Congress street. 

The order to fire was given so suddenly that no 
one had a chance to escape from the range of their 
guns. Lient. Patten, of the Rifle Corps, ran lonnd 
the end of tlie City Hull to give the citizens notice 
of their danger, bnt 1 efore be conld do this the vol 
ley fired by the Rifle Corps swept across the slrcc-t, 
by which five men fell. 

The crowd was entirely without a leader or any 
organisation, and nothing was easier than to have 
dispersed them without any special violence, by the 
arrest of a few of the most ‘prominent. Not a tenth 
part had any other motive that idle curiosity, and 
the small portion that wished to create a riot could 
easily have been silenced or carried off. It is stated, 
on w hat we deem good authority, that not a single' 
arrest was made until aftu- the firing had com- 
menced. 

Cholera in New Orleans”— T he Delta of 
June 1st says: 

Owing to the extraordinary and protracted 
drought, the atmosphere of onr city has bt'come 
insalubrious, and a tendency to cholera has been 
manifested among our citizens for some days past. 
The deaths have been quite numerous. Under these 
circumstances, the Board of Health hate deemed it 
their doty to announce the prevalence of ihe dis- 
ease and rec mraend the r.ecesrarv precautions. This 
is doubtless the pi oper course We have no doubt 
that when a change occurs in the atmotphere, the 
lieelth of the city will improve and the cholera dis- 
appear. It to an uncsual period of the year for 
holers to prevail. The few drops of rain 'that fell 
yesterday produced a very perceptible effect on the 
atmosphere.

ties of your system for the current year, in order to 
suit my answer to the progressive genius of Protes- 
tant inspiration.

Reverend Sirs: You sectu totally to forget the 
reecut apostacy of the founders of your sect iu sup- 
posing that I could so far lose sight of my official 
position as to nice! you in public discussion oa mat- 
ters of faith. The idea of the followers of Luther, 
ZaingUus, Calvin, and Ecza, being the judges of 
sound doctrine might excite a smile of mere sur- 
prise in those who count over the progeny of early 
Protestantism; but the man whose duty it to to de- 
fend the Gospel of Christ against daily and inered - 
bio innovations can with difficulty repress hisleciti 
mate indignation when he beholds nnbaptixed, un- 
ordained men assume the office of Christian teach- 
ers; and without n governing head, without a mis- 
sion. without a fixed creed, un<du?hingly raise their 
voices ns the Apostles of Christ. Ta'e ingenuity 
with which you persuade )our 1; carers that you aie 
the ancient Church, although history records the 
rc:f-iit date of your origin — the plausibility with 
which you contrive to deceive your followers that 
you profess the one self-same fairii of the Apostles, 
while your new yearly cree « succeed each other 
like the rising ami sirkii g waves of .in angry, c 
rnlsed sea — and the talent with which you impose 
on your congregations that your office to one of the 
most disinterested love, a free gift, while vonr com- 
munion-table staD.lsin one of our plundered cathe- 
drals, while vo ir glebes are built on our rich abbey 
lands, and while your carriages, fine linen, and pnr- 
ple and champaignf are purchased with the yearly 
sum of one million sterling, the patrimony of the 
starving, nuk' d, persecuted Irish poor — al! this con 
duct on your part furnishes an historical evidence 
of open deceit, educated fraud, and incomprehensi- 
ble audacity, which, without any doubt at all, stands 
without a parallel in the history of the whole world. 
Your plain case is this — namely, you are not bap- 
tized, and yet you call yourselves Christians — you 
are not ordained, and you call yourselves p iest' 4— 
you have, of course, no mission, and you call your 
stive i Church Missionaries — you tell the world yon 
arc preaching the Gospel for no liing, although 
everybody knows vou have plundered .he Irish poor 
to t to enormous extent of seven hundred milli >ns 
sterling, including plundered lands’ and you claim 
(in th" face of uunkinu with tlas plunder on your 
backs) the sole privilege of being the chosen anibas 
sador* of Heaven, although, in an official point ot 
view, yon can have no more connection nith God 
than the officers of the Turkish Beet. If we were 
not convinced, from painful experience, that these 
are palpable facts, no man could believe that snch 
could have never existed in any age or country. 
Whoever will take the trouble carefully to examine 
my statements and compare them with the laws of 
the Gospel will soou learn that your sect is practis- 
ing on mankind the largest and most extravagant 
imposture that has ever been recorded in the annals 
of human history. A single glance, therefore, at 
the position you hold must convince you that my 
church would not permit me or any member of my 
profession to hold any discussion with you, biaa ed 
as you are with the crimes of apostacy, and the 
sacrilegious as uinplion of the office of the priest 
of God. Being not baptized, you are clearly infi- 
dels; without oidiintinn, you are decidedly impos- 
tors: aud, being aelf-appoint U teachers, yon are 
openly sacrilegious usurpers of the sacred office of 
the Lord’s anointed servants. 

Bnt there is a new phase in yoar official character 
which to the most astounding feature in your strange 
Protestantism. AVhen your founders sepa.ated 
from the Catholic Church, in tlie reign of Edward 
tlie Sixth, Cranr.ier drew up your thirty-nine Arti- 
chi*; and the English Parliament being summoned

Within the 
short period of the three hundred veare of your 
existence, your sect has, by the clear historical' evi- 
dence of your synodal, and convocai ioi:al, and dio- 
cesan, and parliamentary decisions, changed the 
“hill of faith" seven hundred and fifty-one times. 

A* on have, therefore, declared by 
yoor own deliberate testimony that yon have been 
believing and teaching erroneous doctrines seven 
hundred and fifty-one times within the period of 
three hundred years and with this palpable decla- 
ration stamped on your foreheads, you, with seven 
hundred aud fifty-one prevarications, unblnshingly 
come before the' public and invite mo to a discus- 
sion on the doctrines which perchance you believe 
in the year 1855. In each of these changes you all 
boldly assert, with your usual reformed effro iterv 
that each change is to be ascribed to the direct in 
spiration of the Holy Ghost' and thus yon tell your 
uufortunate audiences that the creed which" the 
holy spirit declared lust year to be true, to now d 
dared by the same spirit to be false' that within 
three hundred years yonr inspiration has had seven 
hundred and fifty-one prevarications on the same 
subject; th t to, you ascribe to the third person of 
the adorable Trinity, God. ah mg conduct, which 
wonld lie sufficient before any impartial jury of onr 
couLtry to sink into lower depths of public infamy 
the most degraded vagabond of human society! 
When pressed on this vital point of your perpetual 
change?, yon come forward with the strange d.rla 
tion that yoar Church to not infallible; on the con 
trary, that it to fallible, and you add, moreover, that 
neither your Church nor any other institution on 
eauli lias ever been, or can ever lie infallible 

Here, we Catholics look at you with renewed 
amazement, and we ask how you can have a firm 
faith on a fallible basis — how you can firmly hr 
here a thing which yon doubt? and lienee we get 
a glimpse of a new quality in your system, namely, 
tba> it to impossible for you to hove divine faith, as 
doubt aud the conviction of faith cannot exist in 
the same man at the tame time. Surely, then, you 
must )>e utterly unconscious of vonr most unchris- 
tian position to imagine that my superiors in the 
Church conld allow me to hold any professional in 
tereourse with persons whose incorrigible religions 
contrarieties present sncli a thrilling amount of ter- 
rific consequences. In these statements to which 
yonr gratuitous and unwarrantable challenge lias 
reluctantly forced me, I beg to express towards 
you personally the respect which to due to you as 
gentlemen; but I cannot conceal from yon that I 
believe in inv con eience yonr system of faith and 
worship to the most wicked medley of opinion and 
the most flagrant iniquity which has ev. r been pro- 
pounded ill any age or nation since the introduction 
of Christianity. You are forever publishing to the 
world that yonr faith to founded on the written word 
of Cod, although in yonr third article of faith you 
be'ieve that the Holy Ghost proceeds from tbc son 
an 1 the father. AViil von say in what part of the 
written word yon find the procession of the Holy 
Ghost from the son ’ I ask emphatically this ques- 
tion. And if the article of your faith he not found 
ill the written word, you are dearly borrowing your 
faith from one of our councils, and therefore eon 
tradieiing your published rule of iailh. 

in your hu.rrangues from your pulpits and from 
public platforms you put forward as yonr apology 
for your present rebellion against the authority of 
ihe Catholic Church the absurd statement, namely, 
that the Church had fallen into error in some con- 
tnry unknown, in some country unknown, and 
introduced by somebody unknown — that to, the 
Church somehow fell and was corrupted some place 
sometime, by some-bod. I Yon al-o declaim that 
no our knew how, where, or when, or by whom 
tlie whole Church fell; that it was done by degrees 
unknown to the whole world; that all the old Looks 
of the libraries of all nniions were slowly corrupted 
without the people of these nations knowing it; and 
lastly, that some monks, whom nobody knows, or 
ever could know, had, by united concert aud fraud 
which nobody has, or ever eau detect, pro-fort d 
this universal, invtoiole, imperceptible, impalpable 
change in the gospel and fo the Church. In fact, 
you state that the Church bad Ji-appeartd, without 
scarcely a trace of the original fabric i eing left 
beliino' and without one human beir.g, during seven 
c nturi' throughout all nations, being in the least 
eogn zant or having any idea of the change!

dorige, this stupendous humbug, to pay troops of 
designing missionaries, hundreds of scant Biblemen. 
threadbare, lemon-colored Roup.ers, to deluge the 1 
country with misstatement and discord, to publish 
the gr ssest slander ou the discipline and doctrine 
of the Catholic Church, to poison the breast of the 
landlord, to arm the red hand of the nightly assas- 
sin, to convert the poor law into persecution and 
the poorhonsc into a hell, to engender social ani- 
mosity, to turn Ireland into a battle-field of puh'ic 
hatred, and, if not stopp d in time here and on the 
Continent, perbapa very soon to endanger the sta- 
bility of the throne of England. With this -date- 
meut on yonr lips, c n anything be more ladicrons 
than to hear you speak of “the doctrines you be- 
lieve," as if any one man in Ireland who knows 
your system pays the slightest regard to any opin- 
ion of yonrs in religion ’ No coniidei-c.e cr.n b 
placed in anything you s.y — no reliance oa any 
doctrine you profess. The only reasonable reply 
which any one who know- you should give to any 
challenge coming from you. is to use the graphic 
words, “'wait a while;” because you yourselves will 
be the first to impugn the docrines which, per- 
chance, you now believe for a season. How, there- 
fore, c.uild it have entered into your imagination 
that my Bishop would give me permission to enter 
ou a oubiic discussion with persons whose history 
to vile fiction, whose ert-ej ia wicked romance, anil 
ivhc-e faith is a piebald dream, an impalpable rain- 
bow, the product of the storm, and disappearing 
when the clonds van toll and the se ene sky to re- 
stored. Beyond all doubt, you inn?*, forget your in- 
coBgruoas position when you conld suppose that an 
accredited minister of Gi'd should leave the peace- 
ful sanctnnry, hto holy calling, bring forth hto time- 
honored title* into p-iVdr. disputation, and inu 
tl rou .h the mire in th-: streets to contend with 
reckiess, unchristian hand of itinerant gladia- 
tors, siionting for fight outside the doors of our 
churches. 

As the discussion you contemp'ateto to be public, 
I presume that he Pr >te?tants of th 
of Sligo are to be the judges • f the superiority oi 
the controversialists. Can it be poesi'de, gentle 
ni:i, that yon are serious ia this additional mad 
freak of yours? — that is, t 5 ■ e people of Sligo, the 
sellers of leather, pipeclay, and reaping hooks, are 
to dete.mine whether the Old Testament, written 
in Hebrew and Syro-Chaldaie, has been accurately 
trans'at d — whctfier Esdras to to te expunged and 
the Ataccatee3 rejected — whether Moses wrote five 
books or wrote anything — w hether any of the books 
v ere p-.-nn- d by the men whose names they tear — 
whether Moses was a murdeier or a man of God — 
whether the whole of the Old Test ment was lost in 
the rebellion of Jeroboam, or corrupted during the 
Babylonian captivity? No '-ne can have a higher 
respect or a more ardent affection for the people 
of Sligo than I have; but I do honestly believe that 
the great and glorious Parson Nangle, the hero of 
Sebastopol in the Island of Achill, and even the two 
inspired church missionaries who have challenged 
rcei conld. with all their known talents, master al! 
the difficulties of the OM Testament without taking 
into account the translation of the Greek original in 
th n New, with all its idiom -, contractions, meta- 
pbo.--, illipitictoms, its authenticity, integrity, can- 
onicity, etc. And if we add to this the necessity of 
being acquainted with the Greek and Larin fathers, 
in order to see if the disputants quote correctly, I 
think it will te admitted on all bunds, that if you 
insinuate your congregation in Sligo cun master ail 
this amount of know edge iu ancient and modern 
languages, in ecclesiastical history, iu the father, 
of the Eastern and Western Roman empire, you are 
decidedly asserting a position which no .-ant man 
can credit, even though it proceeds from the seven 
wonders of the world, the Seven t ’ham plena of 
Christendom in Sligo. 

Ah’ gentlemen, if yon wish to recruit your mis 
sionary funds by pointing • ut to yoar contributors 
and masters in England and elsewhere that yon are 
at work in Ir» land, this to no reason why tie Catho- 
lic priest .should so far lose sight of bis proprieties 
as to indulge itinerant Soupertom in the making out 
a hill of fare for the revilers of Exeter Hail by the 
tri<-k of a public discussion at iiligo. 

There to an additional r ason, and tlie strongest of 
ail, whv I could not consent to meet the Sligo Soo- 
pet* in the theological combat — l could no more 
meet you to decide the articles of faith than the 
t) icen conld agree to argue her title to the throne 
of her ancestors with Jones and Frost — the trans- 
ported Chartists — the argnment on my part to infi- 
nitely stronger on this point than the' argument of 
the Queen. She could not do it consistently with 
the laws of the realm which fixed her title. I dare 
not do it consistently with the law? of Christ, which 
in pnbiic council, have irrevocably, under the gui 
dance of the Holy Ghost, decided my faith. The 
legislation of Cbrfot on this solemn point to withon 
a parallel, even in hto own ordinances. It to the 
masterpiece of law in the sacred volume, and place 
the authority of the Church in matters of faith in 
snch a legal pre-eminence that I am convinced no 
man or set of men living, except the Seven Cham 
pious of Christendom, could think of superseding 
this irrefragable evidence by a inajori 1 y of voices in 
the town of Sligo. Gentlemen, as voa say you 
value the word ot God, hear this full document, this 
unsurpassed record of the authority of the church 

1. The appointment and source of power — “As 
the father sent me, I send you." 

2. The knowledge requisite to discharge the 
duties — “ All things which I heard from the Father, 
I have made known to yon.” 

3. Tne office to te discharged — “ Go ye into the

5. The extent of territory subject to them — “ Go 
ye into ail nations.”

9. The reward and penalties attached to their 
authority — “ Go ye and preach — and he that 
beiiavelh ami to baptized shail te saved; and h.

9. Th ■ security — the certitude attached to their 
olu 'c — *• Lo, I am with you.” 

10. The terms and tenure of their office — “All 
days even to the consummation of the world.” 

11. The legislative bond of Christ to men as 
guarantee of tlie trust to he reposed in them — “And 
the gates of hell shall never prevail against it.' 

12. The presence aud the ins' ruction of the Holy 
Ghost for ever, as a further guarantee — “ I will send 
the Holy Ghost, the Spirit *f Truth, who will 
bring to your recollection all things whatsoever 1 
have told yon, and who will abide with you for 
ever ” 

Here decidedly, as far a? words can express it, to 
aclear legislative action of Christ appointing a per- 
manent court on earth to the consummation of the 
world, where the Holy Ghost officially presides, a> d 
where he instructs men to preach and te.reh forever 
— with whom Christ to for ever — who are to be 
heard as men would hearbim — who have hto author 
itv as teachers — who are to teach every creature 
oil nations — and against the truth of whose ordi- 
nances the gates of bell shall never prevail. I c.»n 
sec no language fo Scripture stronger, clearer, more 
decided than thtoenactment; it to clear as the truth, 
life, death, and resurrection of Christ; I read it 
wi'h the same evidence — I believe it with the same 
certitude. If this document is to be di.nvedited, I 
have no motive or reason to in lieve iu the redemp- 
tion of Christ. Now, tbto authority lias decided my 
faith — that i?, the Holy Ghost h «. from the fore- 
going premises, decided it: hence I cannot canvass 
for; her hto decisions — my faith through him is fixed. 

I coaid no more consent to decide it by u majority of 
votes than I could put the i xistenee of Christ to 
public vote of an excited m<-b of infidels. Gentle- 
men, yon perceive I have in this case tnk n pains 
with you, because Ido from’my heart pity yon; I 
have sincere, nufeigne 1 compassion lor you.' You 
are laboring in a n r tched, a wrong cause. The 
life of a church missionary to. without doubt, one tra- 
ct asing, sleepless, marvellous, profound dodge; te 
scarcely ever tells a word of truth or justice towards 
the discipline and doctrine of Catholics. This to a 
rat lancholy life, a terrific prof ssion. To be poison- 
ing the young Protestant m’md — to be wrapping the 
honor and truth of the young Proteslant genera- 
tion, is a profession more odi us than that of Cal- 
cr.itt, the London executioner. I assure you yonr 
published sermons, yonr speeches, vour pamphlets, 
your articles in the papers, are all one accumulation 
of incredible falsehood. Of course, I do not im- 
peach your honors? gentlcm-n and citizens; but in 
your character of (what you cal!) preaching, human 
fancy can never reach the highest of falsehood 
which yonr secret has buiit np to the very skies in 
reference to Catholics. 

And yon will fail in yonr present scheme of con- 
verting (?) the Irish by the modern plan of what to 
called “ soupertom. " Daring three hundred vears 
yonr sect hastrieuthe varied stratagems of plunder 
confiscation, banishment, the rack, the gibbet, the 
rope, and death in every form cf refined cruelty and 
persecution, and yon have failed.

Yon stand 
behind the scenes in some places, while in other 
districts yon act a principal i art in the most dto- 
i raceful traffic of souls which hist orv ha? « ver re- 
vealed. You tel! yonr dupe? in England and else- 
where that yon have succeeded in converting the 
Irish by emp’oying the very scum of the English a?>d 
Irish purlieus to bribe the famisi ed wretch to tram- 
ple on bis conscience — to commit perjury to man 
and sacrilege to God. Better leave the poor Catho- 
de in ail the crimes of society than join yotrr anti- 
hrtotian confederacy In tlie first case be may he 
steeped in crini;, blit he bus left a warning voice of 
nescience, bnt in the other c*-e he begins with 
hypocrisy . proceeds in pe rtidy. pro gressr? fo perjury, 
and rids without oi:e sentiment ut remorse or one 
warning eeho of con--ciecce.

The Fearful Arc Weal at the Walnut Kill* Tun- 
nel— Five Men Killed. 

About five o'clock yesterday morning the fall of a 
portion of the roof of the Walnut Hills Tunnel, 
killed five men and badly ii.jared another. The 
names of those killed are as follows : James Pierce, 
overseer of t’.ie excavator? on the north side of the 
tunnel, a single man; John Collins, a single man; 
Patrick Hagerty, married, and father of one child; 
Philip Devise, a single man. James Coleman, the 
injured m in, wa? severely hart about the head and 
chest. There were eleven persons at work in the 
tunnel when the accident occurred. The five who 
escaped at once set about oigging out their com 
radcs. The person? killed met d ath instantly, and 
were so completely crushed that they did not utter 
a moiin. There was nothing previous to the fall ot 
earth to give the slightest warning. The earing in 
was about six hundred feet from the northern end 
of t’ e tunnel, and about fifty feet below the surface 
of the earth. There are no external indications of 
a break. The arch had not been extended over the 
place where the fata! (all took place. The material 
through which the tunnel to being perforated to 
nearly as hard, when first exposed to the air, as lime- 
stone, bnt in coarse of time crumbles and fa!K The 
excavation where this accident occurred has been 
made some eighteen months, ami the roof unstained 
by wooden supports. From the te-t information we 
could gather, we suppose sufficient rare was not 
ex-rclsed in removing the timbers, preparatory to 
walling and arching. 

Mr. Gest, the Chief Engineer, slate* that he had 
sought to impress on the men the necessity of using 
the greatest care in removing the timbrra used as 
prop? to support the roof prior to arching. The 
lunonnt of damage done to the work to verv small, 
and, were it not for the loss of life, would be a mat- 
ter of little importance. Mr. Pierce is represented 
to ns as having teen a man of great courage and 
nereevr ranee, and has probably lost his life by ven- 
turing Inrther than prudence would have dictated. — 
Cincinnati Commercial.

Two physicians were at the scene of 
distress and suffering as soon as they c raid possibly 
attend ath r being sent for, anil proncunce I the sick 
present all poisoned. Upon examining and analyz- 
ing the custard, it was Land to be strongly impreg- 
nated with arsenic. 

I have been unsble to obtain the names of the 
parries, bnt regret to state, that at latest accounts 
some twenty or twenty-five of those who partook of 
the poi?on were not expected to live. The young 
and beautiful bride was among the number most se 
rioasly aflected. 

As yet, my informant states, no one baa been sus- 
pected, the servants being all «ick. a? they had a ho 
eaten freely ofthe p .Lso .ed delicacy. T e greatest 
coastermitfon and excitement prevails in Scott and 
th" adjacent counties, and persons were too mnch 
overcome at the i 'ca of *uch a wholesale t.king of 
human life, to institnte any investigation, or adopt 
means for the detection of the villains who perpetra 
led this horrid deed .
